These Extension Ladder Trestles are hinged together on a plate by two bolts, and when opcn- 


ed for use, lock on the projecting sleeves, thereby forming a firm trestle independent of the cx- 
tension, which can be used or removed without affecting the trestle parts, each of which is pro- 
| vided with an extension of the same length as the trestle. 


This extension can be raised or lowered at will when the trestles are open, and locked by 

| the operator while standing on the cross pieces or rungs of the trestle. The extension slides 
up and down within the flanges on the plates, and is held firm by either of the rungs resting on 

| the locking device and consists of one piece of Bessemer steel hinged on stud of each casting 
which forms the slide for traveling section. Easy and quick to operate. 


On trestles 10 feet or over, it is better to use cross braccs when the extcnsion is fully ex- 
tended and the plank near the top. The cross braces form an X brace between the two exten- 
sions thus making them rigid.

The Scaffold shown is 12 feet square and 19 feet high. The Scaffolds for flooring 
are 16 feet from the floor. In the assembling of the Scaffold there were used four (4) 
90” Sectional Ladders each with two (2) Extension Legs; eight (8) Standard 20” Sec- 
tions; four (4) Standard Half Sections; two (2) 12 foot Platforms; four (4) Goose Neck 
Braces; six (6) Slotted End Braces, together with guard rail. 


The bottom sections with two (2) extension legs permit the Scaffold to be leveled 
on uneven floors or other surfaces and also provides for stairs, stages, balconies, ete. 


Hammer, saw or nails are not required in the erection of the Scaffold as other means 


are provided to erect the Scaffold firmly and rigidly. 


By using the required parts or units as listed below, Scaffold may be erected to any 
reasonable height or size. If you will advise length, breadth and height of space to be 
scaffolded we will be glad to advise the approximate parts required. Prices are shown 
on Price Sheet.
